Today 34 of the 48 states h o 
more business listings than ihe 
entire country had nearly a cen- 
tury ago, 

I Included in tiiis mailing are 
40,414 business owners in W st- 
! ern and Central Kentucky and 
Southern Indiana. Preston 
■ Hendrick, District Manager, at 
Louisville which handles credit 
reporting for 102 counties in 
this area said requests are be- 
ing sent for the first time to 
5,250 concerns which were 
newly listed during the past 
year. 

The Reference Book which 
i Dun St Bradstreet publishes 6 
times a year covers listings in 

57.000 communities in the Unit- 
ed States. During the post 60 
days nearly 63,000 new n mes 
were added and approximately 

60.000 names were removed. 
Credit ratings were changed 
during this period on more than 

100.000 businesses. 

The Perry county section of 
the current issue of the Dun 
Ac Bradstreet Reference Book 
contains 417 listings.

Choefc Laying Flocks 

Check the laying flock for 
cull birds now, since the feed- 
egg ratio is “not too favorable" 
and probably will not improve 
much the rest of the year. 

This practice Is in order 
whether the flock is for home 
use, for market eggs, or for 
broiler egg production, since 
broiler prices also are low now. 

Look for birds out-of-condi- 
tion or overly fat and broken 
down in the abdomen, for long, 
thin, crow-beaded birds with 
slim bodies and long legs, for 
those showing range paralysis 
with such symptoms as gray 
eye with broken pupils. Other 
things to look for are droop- 
ing wings, dragging legs, lemon- 
colored combs and wattles, and 
abnormal growths about the 
body. 

All such birds should be cull- 
ed. Many such birds, however, 
have salvage value, particular-
